Public Inquiry Soon 

During the debate Capt. J. T. 
Shaw, Liberal leader, announced 
that he had requested a meeting of 
the public accounts committee to 
hear Mr. Dinning and others, and 
Premier Brownlee gave assurance 
that the government would facilitate 
such a hearing. and that Mr. Dinn- 
ing personally desired it. 


The Premier admitted that ru- 
mors were frequently, cropping up 
which reflected on the manner in 


which the liquor act was being ad- 
ministered, but declared that these 
reports were invariably groundless 
when investigated. He commended 
Mr. Dinning as an honest, efficient 
and able administrator of the “most 
difficult job in the province/’ and 
declared that no minister of the 
government had ever interfered in 
the slightest extent with the man- 
agement of the liquor branch by the 
commissioner. He branded as false 
charges of Mr. Boudreau in the 
House recently that Mr. Dinning was 
a “political heeler,” citing letters to 
employees of the department from 
the commissioner warning them 
against taking pd®t in political af- 
fairs or campaigns. 
Reason for Motion 

“Mr. Dinning has been the object 
ef attack in this House, and while 
he is no friend of mine, and I have 
no overweening desire to prote® 
him from justifiable criticism of his 
administration, I feel that he should 
have the confidence of the country 
and of this legislature, and if no 
charges can be laid against the ad- 
ministration of the liquor control 
act, this House should unhesitatingly 
vote confidence in Mr. Dinning,” 
declared Mr. McGillivray in speaking 
to his resolution. 

“1 am surprised at such a 
resolution being proposed in the 
House at this time,” stated Lu- 
cien Boudreau, “and tt,is evid- 
ent the Conservative leader has 
not yet perused the public ac- 
counts, 1 retract nothing that 
I said in this House some time 
ugo regarding Mr. Dinning and 
other officers of the liquor 
branch, The public accounts 
committee is the place to have 
Mr. Dinning, Mr. Forster and 
Mr. Schurer come and give evi- 
dence, I was sincere in the 
charges I made, and I am pre- 
pared to back them up.” 

The source of such charges should 
be considered, attorney general J.
